RICHARD W. RE3CHMID, whose appointment as associate professor of history at 
the University was withdrawn Dec. 22, has announced his intention to appeal the decision to 
the American Association of University Professors. 

The University suspended Dr. Relchard after his appearance before the House un- 
American Activities Committee last July, and after reviewing his case withdrew his ap- 
pointment on Dec. 22 as of Aug. 21. *Dr. Reichard did not teach at the University during 
his suspension. 

Dr. Reichard has not yet decided exactly how he intends to handle his appeal, but he

Letters *from students at Wash- 
ington college, where Dr. Reichard 
last taught, state that he did 
teach his courses objectively. Dr. 
Reichard himself brought up his 
war record with thc/Fifteenlh Air 
Force during World War II and 
strongly denies being un-Ameri- 
can. 

It appears that the University 
is not concerned over Dr. Reich- 
ard's ability to teach objectively 
(which should be of primary con- 
cern) otherwise he would not 
hove been fired. The primary con- 
cern seems to be that the Uni- 
versity has a man on the faculty 
who exercised his constitutional 
rights. Personally, I have greet 
fajlh in the intelligence and judg- 
ement of our college students. I do 
/ not think that the mere presence 
of a man,— alleged to have had 
communist assodations over ten 
years ago,— could in any way, in 
one semester, alter a students be- 
liefs from the ideals upon which 
our democratic government is 
based. On the contrary, I believe 
the firing of this mab will make 
many look up*^nd wonder wheth- 
er or not our University is prac- 
ticing the same ideals that it 
teaches. 

I hope that If there are some 
relevant facts to justify the dis- 
missal of Dr. Reichard, they are 
immediately aired and publicized 
so that the public will know the 
true story of the dismissal and 
not be held under any misappre- 
hensions in this matter.

First we see Mr. Rockwell In- 
vited to our University to speak 
on his un-American beliefs and 
then we see Dr. Reichard fired be- 
muse he took advantage of a 
right granted him by the fifth 
amendment to our constitution. 
Frankly, 1 find this rather cqn- 
futlng. r 

Granted, Mr. Rockwell was in- 
vited here as a display for a so- 
cial psychology class which had 
been warned of the propagandist 
tricks this man mig^t use. But, 
his visit here presented an oppor- 
tunity fdr his bigoted pamphlets 
to be distributed among all the 
students of the University, many 
of wh<Mn had not been oriented to 
methods of propaganda. 

The University has found Dr. 
Reichard “unsuitable and unquali- 
fied to join the faculty of the uni- 
versity." It seems that the verdict 
was handed down because Dr. 
Reichard took the fifth amend- 
ment at a House Un-American 
Activities Committee hearing 
when asked if he was an organ- 
izer of the Young Communist 
League at Harvard university be- 
tween 1947 and 1949. 

According to newspaper re- 
ports, ^ Dr. Reichard’s ability to 
teach history courses objectively 
was not questioned, nor was it 
ever suggested that Dr. Reichard 


ter has brought the magazine and 
its attempt to become a continu- 
ii% University publication to the 
attention of ^nany who might oth- 
erwise have remained unaware of 
this effort.

Tills is an apology not only to 
Miss Slaughter and Mr. Jones, 
but to ail those who bought copies

essary corrections were made. 
The error, made in the transfer- 
ence of manuscripts, should not 
be attributed to deliberate negli- 
gence in the editorial staff. We 
are still, and now even more, 
aware of our responsibility to at- 
tain accuracy apd perfection in 
publication.

He also pointed out that the 
University is not governed by 
what the AAUP decides. 

President Colclough was aware, 
however, that other cases of this 
kind which have arisen at other 
universities, have brought forth 
statements by the AAUP of ap- 
proval and disapproval of these 
Universities’ position. 

He said that to his knowledge 
statements of disapproval of a 
university’s action have not ef- 
fected a reinstatement of the 
professor involved. 

President Colclough was em- 
powered by the Boai^ of Trustees 
to act as the only spokesman for 
the University.

George Washington started its torrid streak with a rous- 
ing 75-55 upset over the Deacons of Wake Forest on Dec.
